Capitol Tongues Wag While Newspaper Men as 
Senators Try to Do Work for Which They 
Once Criticised Others 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


A favorite adage among politicians is that newspaper édicors know how 


to run everybody else’s business except their own. 


It is grounded in the 


view that it is easier to sit back in an editorial sanctum and criticise the 
efforts of others than to get out and do better yourself.in a similar situation, 


an ancient protest against the gentle 

Washington presents to-day a novel 
cross-section on that historic idea. 

There is a lot of talk of the new up- 
rising within the Republican Party. 
It. is designated variously, accordingly 
as it is esteemed—-the “Young Guard,” 
the “Baby Bloc,” the “Young ‘Turk 
Movement,” the “Hoover Regulars” or 
in slang, “What Have You?” 

There can be slight argument as to 
the leacership of the new revolt which 
has split the Republican Party three 
ways where it was-divided before into 
two factions; a subdivision which has 
brought the Grand Old Party, which 
has been so intolerant of bloc sys- 
tems of Government, closed to the 
multiplication of parties in the French 
Chamber of Deputies or the German 
Reich than division over religion has 
brought a fragile Democratic Party. 

The White House clipping service 
summarizes a story of editors in small 
towns telling the ifs and whys of the 
whole situation, and letting President 
Hoover know in no uncertain terms 
what really ought to be done about 
things. 

That clipping service fails to disclose 
the true nature of an important politi- 
cal combat now going forward in the 
National Capital. 

Senators Vandenberg of Michigan, 
and Allen of Kansas, have assumed 
leadership of the “Young Guard.” 
They are going to try to show the Re- 
Publican Old Guard how things ought 
to be done in the Senate. 

Both are small town editors. 

Henry Allen never would have been 
heard of in national politics except for 
his talents as a Wichita, Kan.. pub- 
lisher, and his innate sense of pub- 
licity values. 

Arthur H. Vandenberg has been ed- 
itor and publisher of the Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Herald, since he was twenty- 
two, which fact ought not to be held 
against the paper. 

With copies of the Chicago Tribune, 
the Kansas City Star, the Detroit 
News or The New York World On their 
desks Allen and Vandenberg became 
quite proficient, in time, at writing 
editorials telling Washington how the 
Government should be run. 

Somehow or other, no one has ad- 
vanced so far any plausible reason, 
both men have landed tn the Senate. 

They are tn a position now of being 
required to make good: They have set 
about the task by undertaking a new 
schism in the Republican Party. They 
have done right well at it. 

Allen does not know anything Reed 
of Pennsylvania has not forgotten 
about practical politics, in the majority 
opinion of Washington, and the con- 
sensus is that Vandenberg’s stump 
speaking in the Senate is not likely to 
prove more effective than “Jim” Wat- 
son’s black-slapping and hand-shaking. 

Mr. Allen and Mr. Vandenberg aré 
likable gentlemen. Their motives are 
Pure, their énstincts impeccable. They 
do not wear well. They are among the 
easiest persons in Washington to get 
tired of. 

It would be unfair to the editors of 
the country to judge them by that Pair. 

With Watson of Indiana ill and all 
but out of the icture, and Jones of 
Washington equa ly unacceptable as an 
Administration leader, the Old Guard 
really must look to George H. Moses of 
New Hampshire or David Reed of Penn- 
sylvania for substantial guidance in 
preference to the personal exploitation 
of a Vandenberg or an Allen. 

Some of the Old Guard pussyfcoters 
believe it is possible to coddle the mid- 
continent insurgents -into being nice, 
Sweet little boys instead .of. d 
naughty things to upset President Hae 
ver's program. They have just -as much 


art of criticism, 


chance as any gangster “taken for a 
ride” has of reading Scriptures to his 
chauffeur. That happens only once in 
four years, as politics goes. 


In the situation it is not imprcbable 
that whatever his tentative rebukes the 
Senatér from New Hampshire stil! may 
emerge as a Moses of stalwart Repub- 
licanism. Washington is hearing that 
Calvin Coolidge and Joseph R. Grundy 
and George H. Moses come close to rep- 
resenting the kind of Republican Party 
the “angels” of the organization would 
like to have running the show in the 
National ‘Capital. 

Yet, George H. Moses is a small tcwn 
editor. 

Senator Moses does not say: 

“IT used io be a newspapcr man my- 
self” nor accompany a pat on the back 
with an Allen or a Vandenberg bro- 
mide about st:ll being “one of the 

*boys.” The fact remains that the 

sharpest .ongue in Washington was 
whettec on an editorial pen in the 
office of the Concord Evening Monitor 
up New Hampshire way, from 1892 
until 1918, when he came down to 
Washington. 

Among the middle-of-the-road Re- 
publicans wo feel they have been 
dancing on tight ropes since the Re- 
publican Party began to split high, 
wide and handsome, stands a Senator 
who started cut as an influence in 
Washington, but has wound up merely 
as one of those Senators who tre listed 
as “non-committal"’ when a poll is 
taken in advance of an important roll 
call in the Senate. 

I ref to Senator Arthur Capper of 
Kansas, the most active newspaper man 
on the Senate floor, He owns a lot of 
farm papers. , 

For a time Senator Capper was Chair- 
man of the Mid-Western Farm Bloc 
and seemed to be doing’right well at 
the job. He dropped out of the picture 
by degrees, almost before any one real- 
ized it. The first thing we knew Cap- 
per had ceased to be a real personage 
in the Senate. He retained his popu- 
larity among the golfing group. He 
faded as a political factor. 
gained political and demanded social 
honors Capper might have been urged 
to accept. 

Capper leads nothing in the Senate. 
He has the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia. He 
is not featured in the current crusades 
to reform government in the national 
capital beyond tagging along with a 
Hearst campaign growing out of the 
jailing of three reporters. ‘ 

Where do these things leave the 
bright young man who thinks “news- 
paper work must be fascinating be- 
cause you meet so many prominent 
men”? 

Senators Allen and Vandenberg, 
Moses and Capper are prominent men, 

-and the outcome of the Republican 
Party’s ailments may rest with them. 

What doth it profit a rising young 
reporter to attain to political honors 
and find that the men making most.of 
the blunders at the top of the political 
ladder are newspaper men?

The annual examinations at the 
Sorbonne have just ended. It was 
found that the majority of those 
anxious for a bachelor degree were 
foreigners, Poles and Russians brin: 
As happens every year 
around this time, the learned 
demic-trained editors of the Parisi.n 
papers, and all of them scem to de 
soaked in the classics in thcir youth, 
are asking themselves and the public 
whether those “bachot” exams are 
not really a mockery. How is it 
Possible, they say, for the handful of 
examiners with 10,000 candidates be- 
fore them, to judge fairly in each 
case?

In English lterature we have had 
of late years the rise of the neo- 
Joycians, a group of literati, most of 
them liying in Paris, who have de- 
voted themselves with burning pas- 
Sion to the reform of the word. 
That some of their products seem ut- 
terly unintelligible to us is probably 
due to our own lack of culture and 
critical sense. But the idea is mak- 
ing headway in other countries. So 
we find, for instance, the German 
poet, Alfonso Reyes, writing down-a 
song taught him by another poet, 
Ricardo Arenales. The poem goes 
this way: “La galindinjondi jundi, 
la jardi jandi jago. ia ferajija giga, 
la ferajija go.” This doesn't mean 
anything even to a German reader, 
but, say the poets, it sounds all 
light. And it’s useful, too, ‘‘because,” 
we are told, “the instinct of rhythm, 
the spontaneous expansion of eu- 
phonic associations sometimes create 
lullabies, words deprived of sense, 
which will gradually lead us to the 
secret source of poetry.” The critics 
inform us furthermore that we hu- 
mans, will probably never reach those 
secret sources, because we must fol- 
low a long and dangerous road, full 
of pitfalls and traps. In the mean 
time we must be content with ap- 
proximations and the German poet, 
Rudolph Blumme, gives us another 
instance, tnis one, too, without any 
sense in any language, which is 
highly praised by French and Teuton 
critics alike. This is how the first 
two lines go: “Ojai laela via ssisalu, 
ensudio tresa sudio mishnumi, This 
is called “absolute poetry.”
